The father of this part-founder of 
Yorktown had emigrated from 
near

American continent, the 
Jamestown 
assembly of 1619. 
Capt. Thomas Jefferson of Osborn’s, 
on the.James, was the grandson 
of 
John Jefferson, the burgess of 1619, 
and a younger son of this Capt. Thos. 
Jefferson was Peter, the father 
of 
Thomas Jefferson of Monticello. 
In those days, lands and slaves were 
entailed upon the 
oldest 
son, 
and 
nothing less than an act of the leg­ 


islature could bring the property up­ 
on the market. 
Peter Jefferson being’ a 
younger 
son, the family home descended to the 
older brother, who remained at Os­ 
borne’s, while Peter 
himself 
went 
forth into the world to win his own 
way to fortune. 
Peter Jefferson lived on the

borders of civilization. 
He had gone 
west and patented a thousand acres of 
land in the wilderness on the* Rivan-

Browne, the long range weather fore­ 
caster who predicted last year that 
1927 would be a “summerless year 
protested emphatically to the Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture yesterday against 
“highly sophisticated and misleading 
official weekly weather and crop bul­ 
letins issued by the Weather Bureau 
Browne declared that the June 
and 
August leports were especially 
in­ 
correct and misleading. 
He cited an 
official summary fur June stating that 
the 
mean 
temperatures 
had been 
above normal 
in 
11 
climatological 
sections and below in 31 and that in 
15 sections the minimum temperature 
had been lower in 1927 than in 1926 
while the temperature conditions 
general w ere very similar to 1926. 
“According to 
the 
climatological 
lata prepared in each State and re 
ceived in my office”, 
Browne 
wrote 
"32 sections, covering 38 states, show­ 
ed minus temperatures, three States 
Georgia, Mississippi 
and 
Ixiuisiana 
had 
normal 
temperatures. 
Florida 
was above normal while another block 
of states, Idaho. I tah, Nevada, Wash 
ington, Oregon and California, 
were 
also above normal. 
In other words 
with 
the 
exception 
of 
the Pacific 
Coast states, the great food and sta 
pie producing a n a s of 
the 
country 
were not only below normal in tem­ 
perature, hut so much so as to pro­ 
duce, with other 
adverse 
elements, 
serious crop reaction”.
